passed through one of the worst storms within the past fifteen years 
and now is ready to repair the damage done by last night's hurri. 


Five feet of water stands in the city and is slowly draining off. 


Two flrcs started today are yet to be placed under control. The 
transport McClellan late last night broke from its moorings and 
drifted half a mile out to sea. The commercial wireless station at 
Port Arthur is out of commission and the big aerial masts at Fort 
Crockett here are down. 


Dallas, Texas,

irific. tropical storm that yester- 
'day struck the Texas coast, flood- 
ling Galveston ami then swept in-

brought the only definite news in 
several hours concerning the fate 
of tho coast city concerning which 
many rumors had 'been afloat in 
the last.24 hours.

the five .feet of water in the street 
was slowly draining off! .and that

The dispatch said al- 
so that the United States trans- 
port McClelland had broken from 
her moorings and drifted half, a 
uiile seaward. Wireless stations at 
Port Arthur and Fort Crockett 
were also said to be out of com- 
mission.

Milledgeville last 
night.

lynched two miles east of here to- 
day by the armed party 
which 


took him. He was hanged to n 
tree. 


Frank was brought 100 miles 


from the prison farm to a point 
almost within sight of the former 
home of Mary Phagan. No shots 
were fired. 


Prank's body, barefooted and 


clad only in prison trousers and 
shirt, was found at 8:30 o'clock 
this morning. 
It is believed he 


was lynched about daylight. 


Several automobiles, well load- 


ed, left hero in the direction of 
Milledgcville last night. 
After 


the return of some of the machines 
today, officers started out on the 
road which they believed the au- 
tomobiles had traveled. They had 
gone only two miles when they 
saw the body of Frank not more 
than 150 yards from the road- 
side. 


News that the "body had been 


found spread rapidly and within 
a short time hundreds of persons 


were crowding to the scene. No 
immediate effort was made to cut 
the body down, as Sheriff Ilieks 
was not in town and the coroner 
took no action. 


It is believed that the stop at 


the bridge over Little Hiver near 
Kalontou when the armed party 
talked loudly and fired shots, was 
a ruso to delay pursuers. The 
vicinity of the -bridge was thor- 
oughly searched and at tlie time 
the search was being made, it is 
probable Frank already had met 
death. 


The crowd increased rapidly as 


the day wore on. By ten o'clock 
many women and children were 
mingling with the crowd in the 
woods at the edge of which the 
body still hung. At that hour no 
effort had been made to dispose of 
the body, although Coroner Booth 
had been summoned. 


At the suggestion of Newton A. 


Morris, former 
superior court 


judge here, the body was taken 
from the undertaker's wagon, in 
which it was placed at the lynch- 
ing scene and put into an auto- 
mobile on the outskirts of the 
town. The automobile started to- 
ward Atlanta.

DIVISION OF RAILWAY INCOME BETWEEN 


CAPITAL AND LABOR. 


That labor is receiving not only the largest part, but 
a rap- 


dly increasing proportion of the income of the railways of 
the 


United States, is shown iu an analysis by W. A. Worthington, vh>(3 
president and assistant to tho chairman of the Southern Pac lie, 
published in last week's Hallway Age, Gazette, ilr. Worthingtoi: 
shows that in 1904 labor received 5S.73 per cent of the total rail- 
way income divisible between capital and labor, whereas, in IIP.4, 
ten years later, it received no loss than 66'.04 per cent. 
Capital in 


3904 received 41.27 per cent, while in 1314 it received 
33.36 
pel- 


cent. While capital's share of the income relatively decreased dur- 
ing this period and labor's was increasing, capital's investment in 
raTlwavs increased 57.13 per cent or from $11,511,537,131 to $16.- 
930,097,3-10, while the number of employees increased only 30 SI 
per cent or from 1,296,121 to 1,695,483. 


Mr. Worthington calls attention to a recent report of the Na- 


tional Civic Federation that in the manufacturing industries at the 
present time labor is receiving practically two-thirds of the product 
and capital one-third. For purpose of comparison he analyzes the 
Interstate Commerce Commission statistics to show' the distribu- 
tion of that part of the railway income which is divisible between 
capital and labor. 


The gross operating revenue of the railways of the 
United 


Slates in 1914 was $3,047.010,308. 
From this he deducts all oper- 


ating expenses except wages, $82li,890,6,S7, and tuxes, $140,031,575, 
which loaves $2,079,597,641) available for division between labor 
and capital. Of this total, $1,373,422,472, or 66.04 per cent, was ex- 
pended for wages to labor, and Ihe balance. $iOb',175,174, or 33.9b 
per cent, was loft for capital, available for interest on bonds and 
other debt, dividends, improvement to property, depreciation, mis- 
icllancous expenses and surplus. In 1904, out of a total operating 
•evrntlc of $1.975,174,0!)! tho amount divisible between labor and 
capital was '$1,392,180,294, of which 5S.73 per cent was paid 
for 


wagos and 41.27 per cent was reserved for capital. 


The Railway Age fiazcttc, in commenting upon Mr. Worthing- 


on's figures says: 


"The complaint is heard constantly from 
social 
reformers, 


mliticiaus and representatives of organized labor that labor does 
not receive in wages its fair share of the product of industry or cf 
:he inoroasi: of that product. 
The increase in the investment of 


•iipital is what creates the increase in the demand for labor; and, 
T capital, when invested in any business, is not adequately 
re- 


iiunerated, it will cease to be invested in that business, and tberc- 
bv the increase in Ihe demand for labor iu that business will bo ar- 
rested. To a certain extent this is what hns been happening in the 
railway industry. Tho dcereaso in the reward of capital invested 
iu railways has'caused ii marked reduction in recent years in 
the 


amount invested; and in consequence the number of men employed 


railways is no larger now than it was eight, years ago. 


••Increases in wages are an unmixed blessing to labor 
only 


when they do not encroach on a reasonable return to capital. When 
tbov bciri'ii to do that, as they already have dune in the 
railway 


business, tliev cause periods of retrenchment and of slowing down 
in the rate of investment which throw moil out 
of 
employment, 


thereby nullifying tho advantages derived by labor from 
the ad-

United States; is shown in-an analysis by W. A. Worthiugton, vice 
president and- assistant to the ihairman of the Southern Pac fie, 
mouthed in-last;.wedSf'»;Railway Age Gazette..- Mr.: WortliingtOE 
ihows that in 1904 labor received 58.73 per cent of the total mil- 
way income divisible between capital and labor, whereas, in WA, 
ten'years later, it received no less than 66.04 per cent. Capital in 
1904 received 41.27'per cent, while in 1914 it received

cent.' While,"capital's share of the income relatively decreased dur- 
njr this period and labor's was increasing, capital's investment in 
railways increased 57.13 per cent or from $]1,511,537,131 to $16.-
